Police Kill 1, Wound 3 
In Cape Town Rioting 


CAPE TOWN, Sept. 3 (UPI). 
—Policemen firing shotguns kill- 
ed a man in a township near here 
today and used tear-gas canisters 
to disperse rioters in central Cape 
Town, 

It was the second straight day 
ef rioting in white areas, Police 
also wounded three men in to- 
day's clashes. 

The clashes raise to 297 the 
number killed in 10 weeks of ra- 
¢lal violence, 

Potice fired on a crowd of 
stone-throwing students at Tra- 
falgar High School in the colored 
township of District Six, killing 
one and wounding two. 

The riot squad also lobbed sev- 
eral tear-gas ernisters into the 
school to prevent the students 
from marching to central Cape 
Town, 

Bot the rioting spread to white 
areas here for the second con- 
secutive day. 

Unheeded Ord - 

Shouting through a bullhorn, 
the riot squad commander, Col. 
A.P, van Zyl, crdered all demon- 
strators to leave central Cape 
Town. When the order went un- 
heeded, several volleys of tenr- 
gas canisters were fired Into the 

ning 1. 

Bystanders, mostly whites, were 
affected by the gas, which filter- 
ed into Cape Town's City Hall. 
Several municipat workers later 
reported they scrambled to higher 
floors to escape the gas. 

To subdue a group of rioters, 
police hurled four tear-ges can- 
isters In 15᾽ minutes into an un- 
derground shopping mall. Several 
shoppers and demonstrators faint- 
ed

Witnesses said two women 
pushing baby carriages were 
ceught in the tear-ges atéack but 
were ‘quickly helped up escalators 
to the street, 

Help Is Given 

George Abrey, a City Council 
security offical, said he saw close 
to 10 persons collapse in the 
mal. He sald he helped several 
to the street before he himself 
passed out. 

Attorney Ansel Slome,. who 
found himself in the middle of a 
crowd of demonstrators, said he 
tried to leave the crowd just as 
police opened up with shotguns 
Be was wounded, 

Demonstrators stopped cars 
and shook them. Police rushed 
them with nigbtsticks and sealed 
off central Cape Town to traffic 
for several hours. 

Rioting also flared in colored 
townships where, police said, 
they uncovered caches of gaso- 
line bombs during the night. 


Yesterday, police killed two 


rioters, another died from wounds 
received earlier and police said 
a black man hanged himself two 
hours after being jalled for riot- 
ing. Near the township of Soweto, 
police reported, a biack man was 
killed when his car was stoned. 

Witnesses said one of yester- 


Gay's victims was shot to death 
when police caught him trying to 
set fire to the Hanover Town~ 
ship Library. 

Today, police fired tear-gas 
grenades at thousands of blacks 
and coloreds— people of mixed 
blood—on Adderley Street. where 
the sidewalks stili were littered 
with glass and had blood stains 
from yesterday’s violence. 

They also used tear-gas can~ 
isters in the market square in 
front of City Hall, two blocks 
from the Adderley Street white 
shopping center, sending white 
bystanders, coloreds and blacks 
sturrying down sidestreets, their 
eyes tearing and handkerchiefs 
over their faces. Several persons 


vomited, overcome by the bitlow- 
ing white gas. 

Police patrol vehicles chased 
groups of coloreds in the narrow 
streets, Several times, policemen

Key to Kissinger Plan

‘WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (WP).—A U.S.-British plan to provide up 
te $L5 billion to $2 billion in Internationa] financial guarantees to 
Rhodesia's white settlers will be explored in Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger's talks in Zurich this weekend with South African Prime 


Minister John Vorster. 


This “safety net” for Rhodesia’s white minority, in return for 
surrendering power to the black majority, is described by informed 
Sources as the core of the Kissinger-Vorster meeting. On the eve of 


one of Mr. Kissinger'’s most deli- 
cate missions abroad, U.S. officials 
said that progress in Zurich, 
either on the racial conflict in 
South-West. Africa (Namibia) or 
Rhodesia, could keep tre Kis- 
singer venture afloat. 

Mr. Kissinger would then travel 
from Western Europe to the black 
‘nations of southern Africa to seek 
their agreement on a negotiated 
settlement of the crises, If his 
diplomacy surmounts that hurdle, 
he would then make an unpre- 
cedented visit by a U.S, secretary 
of state to South Africa. 

Afterward, Mr. Kissinger might

SEOUL, Sept. 3 (AP).—All 18 
prominent dissidents sentenced to 
prison on Saturday. including 
former presidential candidate 
Kim Dae Jimg, have appealed 
their cases to the Seoul appellate 
court, their lawyers said. 

The defendants. who also in- 
clude former President Yun Po 
Sun, were sentenced by the Seoui 
district court to terms of up to 
eight years on charges of violat- 
ing a presidential decree by is- 
suing a “manifesto for democ- 
racy” o0 March 1. 

The decree, proclaimed by Pres- 
ident Park Chung Hee in May 
of last year, bans almost all 
forms of dissident acts, with a 
minimum penaity of one year in 
prison for violators. 

Meanwhile, the National Coun- 
cil of Churches said in a state- 
ment that it would continue to 
provide support to the defendants 
in their appenl. The council 
comprises six major denomina- 
tions, including Presbyterian, 
Methodist and Anglican churches.
